They Think New York the Proper Place to 
Hold the Great Show, But They will 
Visit Chicago Later on. 


New York, October 4.—The All-America 
excursion this forenoon inspectedthe military 
academy at West Point, and about 11 o'clock 
embarked on the cruiser Yorktown and sailed 
for New York. The foreign visitors were 
much interested in the magnificent vessel, 
which they inspected in every part under 
the guidance of officials of the ship.

DISCUSSING THE PROPOSED WORLD’S FAIR. 
Clearly they all appreciate the situation, and 
the feeling has been ascertained to be genera! 
among them that Americans shanjd settle the 
question of a site among themselves, and not 
be influenced by the opinion of foreigners. So 
clearly is the situation understood among 
the foreigners that they wi!l be found reluctant 
to again pledge for any particular city. Some, 
however, are outspoken. One acting minister 
of anation to this country freely canvassed 
the subject, and New York city he regards as 
the empire city and the mosé eligible site for 
the fair. Many of his people could visit New 
York who couidn’t or wouldn’s go to Chicago 
on the occasion of a world’s fair. 

A GOOD WORD FOR CHICAGO, 

’ Living in Washington, his opinion upon 
the basis of personal observation, is against it, 
as a world’s fair site Chicago will grow and be, 
in his opinion, highly eligible as the site for 
the next world’s fair. So confident is the 
gentleman of the growth of the United States 
that forthe third next world’s fair in America, 
he deems San Francisco as a fair candidate 
for the -honors. 

“Then,’’ he remarked, ‘‘we will come, with 
our people and goods, and land on their side of 
your continent. I believe if New York is 
chosen the population of the United States 
during the world’s fair would be swollen to 
seventy millions, twenty to thirty of which 
would visit the fair.’’ 

The official whose views are quoted, is 
Francisca Silva, of Venezuela, and their pub- 
lication is made with his assent. 

New York was reached about 3:30, and at 5 
o'clock the party were transferred to the 
Steamer Puritan, and started for Boston by 
way of Long Island sound.

THAT INFERNAL MACHINE 


Which Caused So Much Excitement at Scan 
lon’s Store. 

New York, October 4.—There have been no 
arrests yet in connection with the bomb ex- 
plosion in J. & P. Scanlon’s office on West 
Fortieth street, yesterday, but Inspector 
Byrnes and his detectives are energetically at 
work on the case. There is no doubt now 
that the explosion came from agenuine in- 
fernal machine. It was contained in an ordi- 
nary dinner pail, the handle of which is em- 
bedded for three-quarters of its length in the 
woodwork of the ceiling, directly over where 
the pail was placed on the office tioor. 

When the butchers were about to begin 
work yesterday morning, at 7:30 a, m., one of 
the number noticed, belind a large door lead- 
ing to Forticth street, anew tin dinner pail. 
He called Superintendent Mahoney’s atten- 
tion to it, because it wasan unusual place to 
seea pail. Mahoney took the cover off and 
found the upper part of the pail full of cheese 
and bread. Allthe men present viewed the 
pail, but nobody claimed it. Night Watch- 
man J. Mahoney shortly afterward, before go- 
ing home for the day, put the pail in the of- 
fice, thinking it belonged to one of the men. 
who had left 1t at the door by mis- 
take. He did not find out that it 
contained an infernal machine until he read 
of the blowing up of the office last night. The 
watchman says the pail was placed in a corner 
behind one of the heavy doors. Why it should 
have been left in that spot is a mystery, unless 
as It is the principal means of exit to the street 
more damage could be done there than any- 
where else. P. Scanlon said today that cus- 
tomers and members of the firm frequently 
stand near that door to do business. Scanlon 
said he woul@ willingly pay $500 for the con- 
viction of the man who left the machine in his 


place. 


VIRGINIA DOES NOT OWE IT. 


That is What Governor Pierrepont Says of 
the Government’s Claim. 


PiTTsBURG, October 4.—Ex-Governor Fran- 
cis H. Pierrepont, of Virginia, who is in the 
city, was asked today about the report in recent 
dispatches that the federal government claimed 
$40,000 from Virginia, said amount being part 
of an appropriation said to be unaccounted for 
by the state ofticials. 

“Virginia has nothing to do with that 
money,” said the governor. “It never 
went into the state treasury and was 
not handled by the state’s officers, 
Congress made an appropriation of $2,000,000 
to be used in certain states in suppressing the 
rebellion. Of this sum $4,000 was sent, by order 
of the president, to Daniel Lamb, to be dis— 
bursed ander order of the governor of Vifginia, 
for equipping and feeding volunteer soldiers 
while in service and it wasso disbursed. Lamb 
was careful with his vouchers and [ was careful 
with my warrants. Lamb acted as a disburs- 
ing officer of the United States and nota dollar 
of money went into the treasury of Virginia. 
Itis nonsense to talk abont making Virginia 
liable. The governor of Virginia was neither 
areceiving nor a disbursing officer, andthe 
state never got any of the money.”

The Vote in Washington. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, October 4.—Incomplete 
returns from all counties in Washington, save 
Douglass, Okagan, Sangauin, Snakhomish and 
Stevens, give the republican candidate for 
congress 7,629 majority. The whole state 
ticket is elected by majorities not far from 
these figures. Gains for the republican ticket 
are reported from every section of the state, 
and it is not at all unlikely that the total vote 
will show over $8,000 majority. So far as the 
returns have been received estimates on the 
vote for congressman are as follows: Wilson 
(rep.), 23,750; Griffiths (dem.), 18,121. Wil- 
80n’s estimated majority, 7,629.

COTTON MILLS IN THE SOUTH, 


Reports Show the Superior Advantages of 
This Section. 
4.—The 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., October 
Tradesman has instituted an exhaustive in- 
quiry into the cotton mill industry of thesouth, 
and has received reports from all leading mills 
of the southern states. : The actual number of 
mills in operation is 339, against 142 in 1880, 
an increase of 232 per cent since the census 
year. The increase in mill consumption of 
raw cotton in the same period has been 253 per 
cent. South Carolina. is the banner state; 
132,319 bales were consumed in that state last 
year, against 120,988 bales in Georgia. The 
consumption of raw cotton in South Carolina 
has increased 53 per cent in two years. 

The concensus of opinions of leading manu- 
facturers of the south in their written reports to 
the Tradesman is that the south possesses ad- 
vantages over any other portion of America for 
cotton manufaciure in: 1. Proximity to raw 
material. 2. Superior climate. 3. Cheaper 
power. 4. Lower cost of rent and living. 5. 
Lower wage scale. 6. Less liability to strikes. 
7, Cheaper buildings. 8. Less expense for 
heating milis. 9. Saving on freight. 

The reports show that tke south has 
abundant material of which to develop an ex- 
cellent laber force for industry. Nearly all 
the labor is native,and although the expan- 
sion of industry since 1888 has called for an 
increase in the nuinber of hands amounting 
to fully 200 percent, there has not been in 
that pericd asingle serious strike in one south- 
ern cotton mil! town,and but one of considerable 
duration in any mill. The reports also show 
that,the operatives do not lack a high degree 
of skill. The Tradesman has received returns 
of dividends from twenty five leading mills in 
the south located in six different states. These 
dividends run between extremes of four and 
twenty-eight per cent and average of twenty- 
five is li} per cent perannnm. These twenty- 
five fairly represent the whole. 


sHOY BY A MASKED MAN, 


Who Then Went Whistling Down the 
Road. 
West Porxt, Ga., October 4.—[{Special.]-- 
tans. Gordon, colored, was murdered at 4 
o’clock this evening. Gordon and his wife were 
engaged in picking cotton. A sharp report of a 
gun was heard, and Gordon fell to the ground. 
His wife hastened to him and found him stone 
dead. The bullet evidently came from a Win- 
chester rifle. It entered at the shoulder, 
ranged downward, and came out at the hip on 
the opposite side. The identity of the man 
who fired the shot is unknown. The man wore 
a mask over his face, and fired the shot from 
the public road. After firing the shot he 
walked down the road whistiing a lively tune. 
He met Mr. Crockett Whitten, and said: 

‘*T killeda negro down there.’’ 

A short distance further on he met Mr. B. C. 
Williams, to whom he madea similar state- 
ment. Neither gentleman recognized the 
masked man, and it is not known whether he 
lives in Harris county or across the river in 
Alabama. When last seen he was going in 
the direction of Antioch church.

KILLED AT THE ALTAR. 


Another Chapter in the Hatfield-McCoy 
Vendetta. 

Cricaago, October 4.—A dispatch from Jam- 
boree, Pike county, Ky., says: The old Llatfield- 
McCoy feud has broken out again, and at least 
three more lives have been sacriticed in the 
bloody vendetta which has now lasted over 
seven years. The shooting occurred at a mar- 
riage at the farmhouse of Peter McCoy. His 
daughter was to become the wife of John Han- 
dy,a relative of the Hatfield gang,and members 
of both factions had sworn to prevent the 
union. Handy had never been connected with 
the dispute with the factions and refused to 
recognize the leaders, ‘Tuesday night the 
bridal party assembled in McCoy’s house, and 
just as young Handy and Miss McCoy stood 
before the minister a volley was poured through 
a window which killed both of them and fa- 
tally wounded the clergyman. Reports say 
that the farmers and mountaineers of, the lo 
cality ars hunting for the murderers, but no 
trace == them has been found. 


The Vigilantes Warning to the Incendiaries 
in Helena. 

CuicaGco, October 4.—A dispatch from 
Helena, Mont., says: The figures ‘‘3—7—77,”’ 
the warning of the vigilants to hard casés are 
chalked on the street corners and printed in 
the evening papers yesterday. This call fora 
return to methods of early days was occasioned 
by the discovery of four fires in as many houses 
the night before in the heart of the business 
section. Allthe fires were put out before 
serious damage was done andin each case it 
was found that rags had been saturated with 
oil and fired. The incendiaries are evidently 
the same gang who have been in northwestern 
towns during the summer and to whom the 
big fire in Butte last Sunday is attributed. The 
city is guarded by special police.

CuIcaao, October 4.—Mrs. Mary O’Brien, 
sixty years of age, was robbed yesterday of 
£3,000, that represented her savings for years. 
Mrs. O’Brien came from Waltham, Mass., 
Wednesday, on her way to her son’s home at 
Elgin. She had sold her homein Waltham, 
and in a long envelope buttoned inside of her 
dress were the proceeds of the sale. Wiirs. 
O’Brien went to a cheap hotel near the depot, 
where she was given a room. Yesterday the 
odor of coal gas was noticed coming from her 
room. The door was broken open, and the 
gray-haired occupant was found lying on the 
floor unconscious. Assistance was given with 
such vigor that when Mrs. O'Brien returned 
to consciousness her money had disappeared. 
An employe of the house has been arrested.

Mosriier, Ala., Octeber 4.—A special to the 
Register says that the negro Stark, who is be- 
lieved to have been the man who fired into the 
church at Moss Point Wednesday night killing 
a respectable citizen, named Dan K. McInnis, 
mortally wounding his daughter, and seriously 
wounding Henry Blumer, was found today 
paddling down the Pascagoula river in his 
skiff. He was ordered to stop and hold up his 
hands, but instead hastened his speed, where- 
upon a negro in the hunting party fired upon 
him, hitting him in the hand. Stark raised 
his gun and aimed at the crowd, but the weanon 
missed fire. A deputy sheriff then fired, fill- 
ing Stark with buckshot, killing him instantly.

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., October 4.—Paul 
Key, the condemned negro, was hanged here 
today at 11:34 for an outrageous assault com- 
mitted oa the person of the young daughter of 
Arthur Ballard, in this city last April. On 
the gallows, when asked if he had anything to 
say, Key repiied in a feeble voice, ‘‘No.” His 
neck was broken instantly, and at 12:04 his 
body was cut down and turned over to his 
wife. He made a statement last night, in 
which he denied being guilty, and in response 
to a question today on the gallows, just before 
the trap was sprung, said his statment last 
night was true.

STORIES OF SURVIVORS 


UF THE STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION ON 
FALSE RIVER. 


BRAVE DEEDS OF THE RIVERMEN 


A Little Buy Tells How He Was Blown Into 
the Air and Landed inthe Water—A 
Lady's Struggle inthe River. 


New Orueans, October 4.—A number of 
survivors of the Corona disaster reached the 
cily today. Seven of them came by rail and the 
others by the City of St. Louis. Those who 
came by train were Captain T. C. Sweeny, 
who was a passenger; Pilot L. W. Hawlins, 
Bill Clerk Billy Higgins; Jack Green, captain 
of the deck watch ; Robert Carnes, carpenter ; 
Second Steward William Fleming and En- 
gineer William Handley. 

Mrs. Henry Blanks was among those who 
came down by the Anchor line steamer City of 
St. Louis. She was on the Corena with her 
sister,Mrs. Huff, and two children, en route to 
Columbia as a passenger. She says: 

“T was standing with my sister and young- 
est child iu my armsin the rear of the cabm 
when the explosion took place, A chamber- 
maid came running with a life preserver, 
which we fastened on. The pantrymau then 
came running tousand told us to goupon 
the hurricane roof until he could get a life- 
boat down, which he did in a hurry. We then 
got into a yawl, and hardly had we been seated 

WHEN THE BOAT WAS SWAMPED, 
throwing us all in the river. I, with my 
three-year-old child in one arm, held on toa 
piece of wreckage until one of the St. Louis 
boats came and saved us. [ told the child to 
hold tightand God would saveus. Of my 
sister, Mrs. Huff, whois a widow from Ope- 
lousas, I saw no more after the boat capsized.’, 

A little six-year-old boy of Mrs. Henry 
Blank’s, who was blown into the air. by the 
explosion said: 

“T was out looking at Captain Sweeny fix- 
ing an electric light and then went into the 
cabin and had hardly got to the office when I 
was blown away into the air, and when Icame 
down fell into the river on my back. W hen I 
came to the surface I caught ontoa sack and 
an old man was near by holding a piece of 
wood and 

HOWLING FOR THE YAWLS 
to come and save him. 

‘It was then that I was frightened and began 
to yell, when a skiff came and picked me and 
the old man up, and took us on their boat, the 
City of St. Louis.’”’ 

The brave little fellow is oadly hurt about 
the head. He stated that this was caused bya 
man throwing a plankon him, 

Captain ¢Sweeny stated that the whole 
thing came on so suddenly that he had hardly 
had time to see anything. 

Captain Blanks, who was siting in a barber’s 
chair, was hurled through the cabin roof and 
instantly killed. Others in the cabin were 
struck by flying timbers, among whom was 
Schrimp Hanna, who was sitting near the 
cierk’s office. 

The explosioz seemed to go downward and 
the full force was in the rear part of the boat. 
The cabin parted and one half of it fell into 
the river and the other half floated with the 
wreck. Those who were not killed by the fly- 
ing timbers were pinned down and scalded to 
death. Captain Sweny said 
4 THE SCENE WAS INDESCRIBABLE. 

When the explosion took place he was on 
the forecastle und thus escaped the heavy 
timbers that were flying around. 

He remained om the wreck as long as possi- 
ble and as there was no chance to rescue any 
cne he sprang overboard and was picked up by 
a yaw! of the City of St. Louis. 

Hienry Baughman, a passenger of Danville, 
Peter Leonard, a rousteabout and Alexander 
Seymour, night watchman—the latter last 
night reported lost—are all badly hurt but 
were rescued by boats from the City of St. 
Louis and came down on her and were sent to 
the hospital. 


KILLED BY DYNAMITE. 


A Terrific Explosion Caused by a Careless 
Workman. 


Hovaenrton, Mich., October 4.—Two men 
were instantly killed, another fatally injured, 
and about twenty, more or less burt, at the 
bottom of the Calementand Hecla perpendic- 
ular shaft yesterday. The usual blasts of dy- 
namite were fired yesterday evening, but one 
failed to explode. At noon oné of the miners 
accidently struck the charge with his pick. A 
deafening crash followed, the dynamite ex- 
ploding and sending masses of shattered rock 
in deadly showers all around the spot. Otto 
Flink and Alfred Erickson, were killed in« 
stantly, their bodies being frightfully torn and 
scarred by the flying pieces of rock. Nelson 
Boone, who stood a short distance off, was 
hurled against arock and sustained serious 
injuries. He cannot live. Jobn Cameron had 
his right arm broken in two places by pieces of 
stone, both legs being cut in many places. 
These were the only men who stood close to 
the place where the charge exploded, but 
twenty-six miners, who were at work in the 
vicinity, were all more or less injured. The 
accident took place 1,000 feet under the 
ground. 


Wreck on the Columbus and Western. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 4.—[Special.]— 
There was acollision on the Columbus and 
Western railroad, six miles from this city, this 
morning. An extra engine ran into a slag 
train, completely wrecking both engines and 
several cars, and injuring half a dozen train 
men. Fireman Sheridan, of the construction 
train, was caught under the engines and fa- 
tally injured. Engineer Mulligan, cf the 
extra, was badly hurt, but may recover. The 
conductor of the slag train and several of the 
crew were hurt, but not seriously. The wreck 
blocked the track several hours. The cause of 
the collision has not been made public by the 
officials of the road. 


Scalded to Death. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., October4.—An engine 
and threshing machine while beipg moved across a 
small stream near Jonesville, in this county, yester~ 
day. broke through a bridge and landed in the 
wafer, thirty feet below. Five men were buried 
under the engine. Jobn Sparksand Heury Wright 
were pinioned beneath the boiler, and before they 
could be rescued had been scalded to death by es- 
caping steam. Three others were severely but not 
fatally injured; 


Killed While Hunting, 


Cuartotre, N. C., October 4.—[Special.]— 
J.M. Lineberger, a well known citizen of 
Gastom county, was today accidentally shot 
and killed while out hunting near his home at 
Lowell. The gun which he was carrying was 
accidentally discharged, and he was killed al- 
mostinstantly. Mr. Lineberger was an exten- 
sive farmer, and once owned a cotton mill in 
Gaston county. He was about fifty years old, 
and leaves a wife and five or six children. 


Children Blown to Pieces. 

Cayvuaa, Ont., October 4.—Three children, 
named Walton, obtained access to the powder 
house of the gypsum mines here, yesterda 
afternoon, and one of them lighted a mate 
and ignited a quantity of powder. One of the 
children was literally blown to pieces, and the 
others cannot recover. 


Conybeare in Hard Luck.

THE MISSIONARY COUNCIL 


| Preceedings of the Episcopal Convention 


Yesterday. 

New York, October 4.—At today’s session 
of the general convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal church, Rev. Dr. Franklin submit- 
ted the report of the committee on marriage 
and divorce, and asked thatit be read. The 
house decided against this and the report was 
presented without being read. 

Dr. Franklin then moved that the report be 
printed and that its discussion be made the 
order of the day for Thursday next, oras soon 
as the present subjects that have precedence 
have been disposed of. He said the report 
would make only one printed page. The mo- 
tioa was carried. 

Dr. Hoffman, of New York, presented a re— 
port from the committee on canons or ordina- 
tion, and had it made the order of the day for 
Wednesday next. 

Petitions and memorials were then received, 
several memorials favoring and opposing pro- 
portionate representation in the general con- 
vention. 

A delegation from Nebraska presented a 
memorial, approved by the bishop of their dio- 
cése, asking that the limit of the present area 
ofthe diocese be contracted, and that the 
church.shall resume control over the western 
part of the diocese. 

Memorials from Maryland and Michigan 
delegations, protesting against a change of the 
name of the church, were presented. 

The secretary announced that the date for 
the reception to be given to the delegates by 
the church club had been changed to the 14th 
instant. The house of deputies then trans- 
formed itself into a missionary council], and 
Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota, in black robes, 
a purple velvet skull cap and purple silk rib- 
bon to his eyeglasses, took the president’s 
chair, and after calling for the singing of the 
284th hymn, offered prayer. 

Rev. Dr. Langford, secretary of the board of 
missions, then presented the triennial report 
of the board. 

The report was referred to a special commit- 
tee. It showed that the gross receipts of the 
society for the past year was $480,121.10, of 
which $66,031 was the proceeds of legacies. 
Of this sum $113,342 was devoted to domestic 
missions; $11,162 to Indian missions; $32,546 
to colored missions and to foreign missions 
$142,671. 

Dr. pore offered a motion that the 
board of missions indorse the efforts of the 
board of managers to secure a site and build 
mission headquarters in this city at a cost of 
about $200.000. 

Rev. Dr. Holland, of St, Louis, and Bishop 
Brewer, of Montana, spoke in favor ofthe res- 
olution and i¢ was unanimously adopted. 
Missionary Bishop Morris, of Oregon, was then 
invited to address the board and he spoke at 
some length on work under his charge in Ore- 


gon. 

When the afternoon session opened Bishop 
Pierce, of Arkansas and Indiau territory, took 
the platform and told the board of missions of 
the needs of his diocese aud of the work done 
there during the last three years. Rev. H. D. 
Payne, delegate from the mission of Japan, 
spoke of the work done there and entrcated 
that further aid be given them. Missionary 
Bishop Spaulding, of Colorado, told how the 
property ‘of the church in his diocese had 
grown in value from $100,000 to $1,000,000 
since be had been stationed there. The num- 
ber of cominunicants, he said, had increased 
from 300 to 3,000 in the same period. 

Rishop Garret, of Texas, said they needed 
there sixteen more churches;*@ ‘chape! for a 
female seminary at Dallas, men as missiona- 
ries and money to support them. 

Missionary Brewer, of Montana, took the 
platform and told of the need of aid in that 
field. He said the church had kept in ad- 
vance of the growth of the state there, but it 
needed help. Missionaries imbaed with the 
spirit of Christ were wanted there.

THE FAREWELL TO KIMBERLY. 


The Samoans Give a Dinner to the Admiral 
—The Neipsic Ready for Sea. 


WASHINGTON, October 4.—Rear-Admiral 
Kimberly, in a communication to the navy de- 
partment, reports his arrival at Honolulu Sep- 
tember 20th, from Samoa per steamer Alameda, 
He says that he has hoisted his flag on board 
of the Alert. He left Apia, Samoa, in the 
Adams, September 13th, and embarked with 
his personal staff, Lieutenants Rittenhouse 
and Marriam, on board a mail steamer next 
morning. The Monongahela sailed from Apia 
forthe navy yard, Mare island, September 
13th, with the guns, gun carriages and articles 
recovered from the wrecks of the Vandalia and 
Trenton, 

The admiral reports that he was entertained 
at dinner at Apia on the l4th of August, by 
the residents of the place, principally English 
and Americans, at which the kindest senti- 
ments were expressed towards the United 
States and its representatives. 

Mataafa accouipanied by the principal chiefs 
of the governments, and attended by a large 
number of Samoan people, called to bid him 
good bye and in conformity with their custom, 
present him witha large quantity of mats, 
fans, etc., which represented gifts from all 
parts of Samoa. 

The admiral reports -": quiet in Samoa. He 
says that work on the Nipsic has been well 
done at Honolulu, and that if she~ had her 
guns, which are now on board the Mononga- 
hela, and anchors and chains, she would 
be as good as ever she was and in condition to 
make a full three years’ cruise.

| DEFIANT POWDERLY. 


HE REPELS THE ATTACK MADE 
UPON Him 


AND HANDLES FURLONG ROUGHLY 


The Master Workman Defends Himself 
From the Rostium—And Shows Up 
His Enemies in Fine Style. 


St. Loms, October 4.—Ever since the an- 
nouncement that the general executive board 
of Knights of Labor would meet this week in 
St. Louis, public attention has been kept fixed 
on Grand Master Workman Powderly and his 
board by a constant series of attacks which have 
been made upon them and their organization 
by disaffected members and ex-members. 
Powderly was opposed to the appointment of 
Furlong to the United States secret service 
and his exposure of the crookedness in the at- 
tempts to obtain the appointment afforded the 
disaffected members, Furlong’s friends, 
anopportunity to join forces in an attack 
which they have been boasting would compel 
Powderly’s retirement and to destroy the 
knights. Since hia arrival on Tuesday Pow- 
derly and the board have spoken only at pri- 
vate meetings of the knights, but tonight it 
was announced that Powderly would 

PUBLICLY DISPROVE ALL CHARGES 
which his enemies have been hurling at his 
head. On Wednesday Blake and W. D, Shaw, 
of St. Louis, spoke at a public meeting, mak- 
ing the charges against the knights and their 
officers, and today Furlong addressed an open 
letter to Powderlv through the press, in which 
he challenged his truthfulness and madea 
number of charges against him. 

The expectation that Powderly would an- 
swer this drew an immense crowd tonight, 
Central Turner hail being crowded to its ut- 
most capacity. Master Workman R. R. Lake, 
of D. A. 17, oceupied the chair. 

Mayor Noonan opened the meeting with a 
neat address. It was labor, not wealth, on 
which the country’s welfare must depend and 
he was gratified to see the greatest of American 
labor organizations presided over by one who 
commanded the respect and confidence of the 
best classes in the community. 

MR. POWDERLY SPEAKS. 

Mr. Powderly was received with a perfect 
storm of applause. It had been announced 
in the press that Mr. Powderly’s enemies 
would be allowed a chance to speak, but they 
did not accept. He said he would speak in the 
interests not only of the Knights of Labor, but 
of organized labor. After speaking for some 
time in a general way upon the objects of the 
order, Mr. Powderly addressed himself to a 
refutation of the charges made against him. 
He would refute every charge and his au- 
dience could be tis jury, whose verdict he 
would accept. He then detailed the circum- 
stances connected with his 
against the appointment. of 
He roduced letters which had been 
carrie to him by Shaw, most of 
which bore on the envelope, ‘“‘Recall of Mar- 
shal H. McDonald,’’ constituting the report- 
ers’ report. He submitted all the documents 
tothem He then read Shaw’s letter, and 
then he showed how Shaw had garbled and 
falsified the evidences he pretended to submit, 

DISPROVING FURLONG’S STATEMENTS, 

Purlong’s letter in the papers was next 
overhauled, and from the records of the courts, 
sworn toat the time, he proceeded to defmon- 
strate that Furlong conspired with McKeagan 
aud others*oentics Martinizcns and_others 
to attempt to tap the wire so that he could 
make a criminal case against the strikers. 
Letters carried to Powderly by Blake were 
then taken up. The mon whose names were 
appended came forward and pronounced them 
forgeries. No less than ten forgeries were 
thus proved. 

Mr. Powderly then repelled the charge that 
he had made public private letters of Russell 
Harrison. His letter to Mr. Harrison had 
been peddled around St. Louis. It was the 
duty of all good citizens to prevent the ap- 
pointment of scoundrels to positions such as 
Furlong sought and in making ,his protest he 
but performed his duty. 

The story told by Black and McDonald that 
Powderly was in Kansas City last Sunday, 
was disproved by telegrams from Cleveland 
and Mabley and Caren, of Cincinnati, stating 
that Mr. Powderly wasin those cities Sunday 
and Monday. From published official reports 
he vindicated his position on the stock yards 
strike in Chicago, and the great Southwestern 
strike. Referring to Martin Lrons, he declared 
he lad ever 

FOUND HIM SQUARE AND HONEST, 

At the invitation of Mr. Neasbaum, of Den- 
ver, he attended the convention at Kansas 
City. He then and there frankly told the 
men of the damages and probable results of the 
strike. None of the men who bore the brant 
ever blamed him, and until they did, he cared 
nothing forthe attacks of the scoundrels now 
assailing him. 

After disposing of each charge, he asked the 
audience “Have I made out my case? Who 
told the lie now ?”’ eliciting rounds of applause 
from the audience. He closed with a ringing 
appeal to the knights of St. Louis to close up 
their ranks and perfect their organization. 
The meesing was a decided Powderly success.

AN EFFORT TO RECONSIDER WAS 
LOST YESTERDAY.

The Bill to Tax Dogs Fails to Receive a Con- 
stitutional Majority, But Will be Recon- 


sidered Today, 


The house has taken an uncompromising 
position in favor of the Fe ten bill 'o give the 1ail- 
road commission power to [ix “‘joint rates. ote 

They passed the bill Thursday by a rote of 95 to5 

A motion to reconsider was made yesterday. 

Mr. Hari, of Greene. made a strong specch in 
favor of reconsideration. He reviewed briefly the 
arguments advanced against the bill, emphasizing 
the proposition that local roads would be forced 
{nto bankruptcy or consolidation ,with the main 
lines. 

Mr. Twitty, of Jackson, opposed a reconsidera- 
tion, and moved to table Mr, Hart's motion. 

The vote was practically as it stood upon the pas 
sage of the bill, and the motion to reconsider was 
Lost. 

No more popular measure, of any importance, has 
passed the houge this session. 


The Dog Law. 

A bill of general importance, and one of 
epecia! interest to the farmers of the state, came up 
for a third reading yesterday. 

This was the bill by Mr. McDaniel, of Carroll, to 
Jevy atax on dogs. 

it came back with a favorable recommendation 
from the agricultural committee, and would proba- 
biy bave passed yesterday with a full attendance. 

MR. M’DONALD, OF WARE, 
He said that the south- 


spoke in favor of the bill. 
ern part of Georgia—the wire grass regilon—was 
naturaliy adapted to sheep raising. He thought 
that it could be made a profitable industry in al- 
most any partofthe state. Sheep husbandry was 
already more extensively engaged in, especially in 
south Georgia, than was generally supposed, It 
was of viial importance that the industry be pro- 
tected and encouraged by appropriate legislation. 
Other (ates had recoznized the importance of the 
industry by passing just such laws as the one under 
consideration. The owners of shecp now had legal 
»damages, but that protection was not & 
remedy—it could not be made an effectual 
protection. The owner of the dogs were in most cases 
irresponsible negro tenants, It was a hard matter 
toe-tablish a claim for damages in court, and 
harder sti!l to collect damages afier the claim was 
established. The proposed law was a practical pro- 
tection. Be'ore the war, asa member of the legis- 
lature, he had opposed just such a bill as this, but 
the conditions were changed now. The negroes 
were slaves the, andif one of their dogs killed 
sheep their masters killed the-dog. The same sort 
of practical dealing with the question was exactly 
what the bili called fornow., There was no need 
jor the law then; and he voted against it. There 
was great need for the law now, and he favored the 
pill. 
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. MR. ALLRED, OF PICKENS, 
Opposed the Lill, 

He had voted with the gentleman from Ware, (Mr 
BMcDonald), against the bill before the war. This 
would make the fourth time he had voted against 
it. Aman, he argued, had as muchright toowna 
dog as lie had toowna sheep, He should be prov 
tecied in his ownership of the dog. No actof the 
legislature should give one man the right to kill an- 
other’s dog. The present law gave the owner of the 
sheep arizht to damages against the owner of the 
dog. That was eguitable, and as far as the law 
should go. He had known dGillicuities to arise, and 
blood shed, about the killiug of dogs. People would 
continue to fight aboutit, evenif the law did au- 
thorize the killing of the dog. 

PRIMUS JONES, OF BAKER, 
the irrepressible First Bale Man, opposed the bill, 

Hiis argument was something unique, 

“Mr. Speaker,” announced the colonel seriously, 
“Tam opposed te the bil. The principle of it is 
wrong. Lama LiBERTINE, Mr. Speaker —’’ 

The applause was overwhelming. Confusion in 
the vaileries. The colonel seemed mystified. 

“Tam a LIBERTIDE, Mr. r 

Another wild burst of applause. Galleries stam- 
pelded, Colonel more mystified than ever, 

I be lieve,’ he continued seriously, as compara- 
tive quiet was restored, ‘in letting the people have 
all the liberty they wish consistent with good goy- 
ernment. Tiere’s such a thingas having tco much 
law. ‘i.e time has come, it looks like, when a dog 
can't iive withont a collar arcund itsneck. That 
fin tright, Thatain’t sound doctrine. All a poor 
mpan has now that ain’t taxed are his children and 
his dogs. lf you are going to let him keep his 
ehildren, let him keep his dogs also, and thereby 
enjoy the only luxury a poor man has in this world, 
Therefore, Mr, Speaker; I do hope this bill will not 
Pass.” 

MR. M’DANIEL, OF CARROLL, 
the atthor of the bill, made a strong, practical ar- 
vument in support of his measure. 

He regretted that so important a bill bad come to 
be a matter of jest amongt those who failed to in- 
vestigate and understand the matter. He proposed 
to speak as a farmer, and asked for the bill sober 
cousideration and judgment. 

Mr. McDaniel ee some interesting facts 
about sheep husbandry. “Is sheep husbandry 
profitable? he asked.”’ “It has been demonstrated 
time and again, by every people who have been in- 
terested in this industry, that that there is no busi- 
ness which pays a better per cent apon the invest- 
ment. I donot think it necessary forme to prone 
to thisintelligent assembly that sheep husbandry 
has elevated and enriched every county engaged in 
the business,” . 

He cited the growth of the industry in Australia, 
Spain, ibe north-centralstatesand Texas, and then 
he spoke of Georgia. 

*In a manual issued by Commissioner Jones, of 
the agricultural department, in 1875, enlarged and 

reissued by our present commissioners in 1883, I find 
thesefacis,’’ he said. “In 1883 the returns showed 
554 000 head of sheep in Georgia; in 1888 there were 
returned 425,000—a loss in five years of 129,000, 
Fromthe same source we learn that in 1883 there 
were in Georgia 100,000 dogs; in 1838 there were at 
least 150.000. The same manual discloses the fact 
that Only six percentof the sheep die annually 
from disease, while fifteen per cent were killed by 
dogs. Can we wonder at the deciease of sheep? 

“In the same marualin answerto very exhaus- 
Aive inquiries made by the commissioner to his va- 
‘Tious correspondents, the most observant and pro- 
{gressive farmers of the state engayed in this busi- 
‘hess, these answers were made: The average cost 

of wool was 6'% cents, the investment paid an an- 

‘nual dividend of 63 per cent, and to the question of 
‘whet was the main obstac'e to sheep ralsingin this 
‘state, 90 per cent replied that dogs were the princi- 
pa! and almost the only obstacle. 
, “Sixty-three per cent profit annuaily under these 
“adverse circumsiances, yet sheep husbandry forthe 
, want ofthe protection, which it is your dnty to 
ygive, hss continnally languished in Georgia, and 
ilies today absolutely paralyzed at the mercy of 
one hundred and fifty thousand worthless dogs. 

“This land is infested, moreover, with re bid dogs, 

‘that drea iful disease of hydrophobia stalks abroad 
jand is becoming more prevalent. Neither yourself 
; nor jamily are sate to walk unon the highways, and 
i the lite of onc buman being is worth more than ail 
,\ the degs in the universe. Imagine, if you can, the 
horrors of such a death. 
' *©This law would directly be a protection. to thou< 
sandsof small farmers who desire to keep small 
flocksand are not able to empioy shepherds; it 
would provide your smaller farmers, whose name 
is Jegion, with food and clothing for his family ata 
mere nominal cost, a food thatis both cheap and 
‘nutritious, 

‘There is no intention to deprive any citizen of 
the pleasure or profit there may be to him in keep- 
ing a dog, but, on the contrary, the effects of this 
t bill will be to protect every citizen in keeping a 
'good dog. and encourage the breeding of those 

species which are not so destructive of property.”’ 

He concluded by urging the passage of the bill. 

THE VOTE. 

The bill, before the main tion was put, was 
,amended so that before it was to take effect in any 
ss, two successive grand juries should recom- 
zoend it. 

The vote on the bill, as amended, was 73 to 39. 

Mr. McDaniel will make this morning a motion 
to reconsider the action on the bill \

Legislative Notes, 

An important bill passed the hause yesterday 
with but a single dissenting vote—and that vote was 
cast by Hon, Primus Jones, of Baker. This was 
Captain Gordon's bill, requiring all persons or cor- 
porations emplcying females in manutacturing, 
mechanical, or mercantile establishments to provide 
suitable seats and allow such female employes to 
use the seats when not necessarily engaged in the 
active duties for which they were employed. Vio- 
lation of the act is a misdemeanor, to be punished 
by a fine of $10 to $25 for each offense. The aet.goes 
into effecton New Years Day, 1890. The house 
committee on labor and labor statistics recom- 
mended it asa “blessing to shop girls,”’ 


Another important bill, by Captain Gordon, 
of Chatham, was read the third time yesterdry and 
passed. The vote was 99 to 3. Toe bill provides that 
the owners of every building more than two stories 
high, not including the basement, and used in the 
third or higher stories as a factory or workshops 
shall provide more than one way of egress from each 
story above the second by stairways at opposite 
ends of eacn story, the stairways to be so constructed 
thatin case of fire the ground can rvadily be 
reached from the third and higher stories, Land- 
ings on such stairways are required at each story, 
and connecting doors and windows shall open out- 
wardly. The act goesinto effect January Ist, and 
within six months of that time ali needful changes 
are required to haye been made on buildings, 


Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, introduced a bill 
yesterday to create in every county a board of five, 
whose duty it shall bé to assess all taxable values 
in that county. Mr. Calvin says the system has 
been tried in Richmond. county, and found satisfac- 
tory in every respect. 

There was considerable discussion in the 
house yesterday overa bill by Mr. Mathews, of 
Houston, requiring railroads to deliver freight on 
through bills of lading. 

Captain Gordon opposed this. The law of com- 
mon carriers gave railroads a lien on the propert 
transported—they corfld hold the property until 
their charges were paid. Theeffect of the bill was 
to make the consignee judge as to what charges he 
should pay, and the road had  ~»no lien 
on the goods transported and consequently no re- 
dress, but in court. The present law, moreover, 
gave to the,consignee a legal redress for over- 
charges. 

Mr. Hand, of Mitchell, favored the bill. tHe knew 
the consignee had a redress in court for over- 
charges, but most claims were disposed of in the 
office of the railroad claim egents. This was a slow 
and arbitrary method, and it was often months be- 
fore redress was had, if at all, 

Mr. Lamar, of Richmond, believed that reform 
of the sort was necessary. He was not convinced 
that the billwas a remedy for the disease and 
moved to reter the bill to the railroad committee to 
allow thenrto perfect it or report-a substitute. The 
motion prevailed. . 

A bill amending the act to pension ex-confed- 
erate soldiers was pa:sed yesterday in the house by 
a vote of 110 to 0. 

Mr. Campbell, of Jasper, is the author of the 
measure. The bill provides that confederate sold- 
iers who were citizens of the state on or prior to 
October 26, 1886, and who removed from tbe state 
thereafter, but haye returned and been citizens for 
twelve months prior to their application, aré en- 
titled to the pensions under the original law. 

It also provides that solaicrs who have been per- 
manently disabled by wounds in arms or legs, With~ 
out loss of limb, are entitled.to pensions.

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Majorities and Minorities. 

The statement made by Chauncey Depew 
that ‘“‘ours is a government by majorities’ 
is simply a glittering generality. Ex-Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis has shown very clearly 
in his recent magazine article that majori-— 
ties do not always rule in this country, and 
one has only to survey the political situation 
to recognize the fact that the minority isa 
very big factor in our politics. 

The republicans were in the minority so 
far as votes were concerned in the last na- 
tional election, but they captured the gov- 
ernment, In New York they lose the state 
ticket, and yet retain control of the legisla- 
ture. In Connecticut a republican minority 
elects a governor and a United States sena- 
tor. . 

A minority frequently rules a conserva- 
tive majority by violenee and bulldozing 
methods. Towns, districts and states are 
sometimes controlled for a season by minori- 
ties simply because the great body of the 
people are willing to suffer the evils of their 
rule rather than appeal to force. 

It will not do to assume with Mr. Depew 
that we are governed by majorities. Our 
history is full of exceptions to this general 


An Ugly Row. 

The action of the administration in send- 

ing Frederick Douglass to Hayti is one of 
the worst blunders yet made. 

Several interesting points growing out of 
this matter are now being discussed in a 
“yery lively fashion. It is suggested that 
the appointment of Douglass signifies the 
administration’s approval of miscegenation. 
Since Douglass married a white woman he 
has been more severely ostracised than ever, 
and the attempt to force the officers of the 
Kearsarge to live on terms of social equality 
with a black man and his white wife is 

hotly resented in. naval circles. The navy 
people are determined not to recognize 
Minister Douglass as their social equal. 
The officers of the Kearsarge will not invite 
him and his wife to breakfast with them, 
and if Douglass invites Commander Whiting 
to dine with him in his cabin, the com- 
mander, it is said, will either decline or 
plead illness. 

Even in Hayti the new minister will not 
be wellreceived. The Haytians are negroes, 
but when the United States sends a negro 
minister to reside among them they regard 
it as contemptuous treatment on the part of 
ourgovernment. They are very punctilious, 
and the higher classes in their social and 
official intercourse are very exacting and 
difficult to please. It is known in Hayti 
that the Douglasses have no social standing 
at home, and the diplomats and the people 
at Port-au-Prince will not only have noth- 
ing to do with them, but they will be highly 
indignant. Possibly the new Haytian gov- 
ernment will as a matter of policy say noth- 
ing about it, but it is not likely that Ameri- 
cans and American interests will hereafter 
be favored in the black republic. 

Viewed in every light, itisan unfortunate 
appointment. It will revive the controversy 
over the soéial relations of the blacks and 
whites at the very time when such matters 
should not be agitated. It will make the 
Haytians our enemies, and stir up strife at 
home. The whole business is a blunder, 
and it cannot be defended.

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It is to be feared that John M. Langston, 
the colored lawyer and politician, is about 
to make a very serious mistake. 

According to recent advices from Wash- 
ington, Langston is thinking of taking a 
trip through the south for the purpose of 
organizing a negro league, which he vaguely 
gays will be for self-protection and united 
politicai action. 

A little reflection ought to convince Lang- 
ston that his proposed scheme is not likely 
to benefit the colored people. On the con- 
trary, it promises to widen the gulf between 
them and the whites, their natural friends 
and protectors. 

If Langston really desires to benefit his 
people he should advise them to all go to 
work, and keep at work, and save at least 
twenty-five per cent of their wages. If he 
will tell them, furthermore, that idleness, 
liquor and demagogues threaten them with 
utter ruin he will be doing them a substan- 
tial service. 

In this country black men, and white 
men, too, will find that honest industry and 
economy will benefit them more than a 
thousand leagues, anid will do more to solve 
their problems than millions of ballots,

“I do not see how I can-make myself better 
understood than I endeavored to do in my let - 
ter to the judiciary committee throngh its 
chairman, Mr. Berner. The sole object had in 
view is to equalize rates as far as possible 
among the people of the state, which is not 
now done because of the absence of the power 
which this bill would give the commission if 
passed, 

‘Certain large systems of roads in the state 
are required now by a rule known as ‘Tule 
one’ adopted by the commission|to make joint 
rates between stations on different branches or 
lines under the management and control of 
one company. These systems, therefore, and 
their patrons are favored, while the short roads 
and others of a greater magnitude do not af- 
ford their patrons similar facilities, but they 
have to pay the sum of two or more locals 
which, in many cases, make the cost exorbi- 
tant and sometimes prohibitory.”’ 

“The opponents of your bill argue that the 
result of the operation of the provisions of the 
bill will be ruinous to the short roads and 
small towns. How’is this?’’ 

**All that I can say js that that is not the ob- 
ject had in view by the commission but the 
reverse is true. We expect and know that 
under this bill short lines will be protected in 
their legitimate rights and small towns will 
have local freight carried just as cheap as large 
ones. There isone thing which we cannot 
prevent, namely: We cannot keep the people 
who live on or near these short lines from haal- 
ing their products in their own wagons when 
they can do so more cheaply than it will cost 
to transport them by rail. For this reason, in 
some instances, the short roads cannot and do 
not charge as high a rate as we allow them. 
There is nothing in the claim that the short 
lines will be injured. 

“One thing I know and am certain of, and 
that is, that the more liberal the policy of the 
roads and the more reasonable their rates, the 
greater will be their tonnage and the mure 
satisfactory will be their revenues. The net 
revenue depends on the economy of their 
management.’”’ 

Just as the reporter was leaving, the major 
added :} ‘One other thing quite patent to my 
mind, is the fact that this bill is in perfect ac-- 
cord and in line with the commission law of 
the state, which interferes with no personal 
rights nor chartered privileges, but deals with 
just and reasonable rates for labor performed 
in the transportation of freight and passengers, 
‘being intended also to prevent unjust dis- 
criminations. 

“It has nothing to do with legislation proposed to be 
adverse to the legal right of citizens to hold and deal in 
personal or real property held by right under the laws 
of the land.”’

THE GEORGIA BOY KNOCKS HIS AN- 
TAGONIST2 OUT. 


A Fair Audience Enjoys the Opera House 
Mill and Sees the Little Fellow Draw the 
First Blood and Win the Fight, 

Ed Dacey, the Savannah boy, thumped Tom 
Macey, the California ex-champion, all over 
a ten-foot ring at DeGive’s last night, in the 
presence of a good and enthusiastic audience. 

Two ounce gloves were used. 

The audience was no rough, tough element 
of Atlanta, but was composed of gentlemen 
recognized throughout the state as leaders in 
their profession aud trade. 

And they all enjoyed the sparring. 

The ring was pitched in the middle of the 
stage, aud was about ten feet one way by 
twelve the other. Three ropes were stretched 
from one post to another, securely walling in 
the pugilists. The curtain was up when the 
audience began to assemble, and neyer went 
down uutil the house was empty. 

Macey entered,the opera house; abont eight 
o’clock and went at once to his dressing room, 
where his second, a well-known Atlanta ath- 
lete, was waiting him. He at once stripped 
and began dressing for the battle. A few 
minutes later Dacy walkedin and with his 


second, also an Atlanta athlete, entered a 


dressing room. 

Both men were appiauded as they crossed 
the stage. 

OPENING CONTESTS. 

At half-passed eight an unseen hand pushed 
two small white boys into the rings. 

Both wore heavy boxing gloves. 

For fifteen minutes the kids entertained the 
audience with some lively thumping in which 
there was noscience or blood, 

Immediately after the babies were called 
out, two seventeen year old negroes picked up 
the gloves and within tive minutes knocked 
themselves tired. 

Then two negro boys, about nine years of 
age, presented themselves and began bruising. 

But the audience was growing tired of that 
and began whistling and groaning. 

They wanted to see the fight for which they 


had paid a dollar. 

Just before nine some one tossed a pair of 
two ounce gloves into the ring and the audience 
begnn cheering. Then a minute later Ed 
Dacey appeared from a wing on the left. 
Macey at the same time coming from the right. 
They ‘both madefa bow and then sprang into 


the ring. 

Dacey took the !eft hand lower corner and 
dropped into a chair. 

Macey.took the right hand upper corner 
where a chair had been placed for him. 

Then the audience sized up the pugilists. 

Dacey proved the favorite from the start, 
though much smaller than Macey. Ho was 
naked from his waist up, and wore black knee 
breechcs, black stockings, light white shoes 
and a white belt. He stood five feet seven and 
one-half inches, aud struck the scales at 155 
pounds. He appeared hard and confident. 

Macey, on the other hand, was beefy and 
soft. He was much larger than the Savannah 
boy, but his 195 pounds and his five feet eleven 
inches, were not enough to win the fight. He 
wore white breeches, gray stockings and a 
rubber-soled shoe. On his breast and his back 
were porous plasters, 

To the audience he appeared sluggish, even 
before the gloves were picked up, while Dacey 
seemed to be as spry and nimble as a cat. 

For a second only the men remained in their 
corners. Then they advanced to the center of 
the ringand picked up the gloves.

He 
stopped near Macey’s corner a second to speak 
with Dacey, who had not moved out, but the 
little feliow made the conversation public by 
talking loud enough for everybody to hear 
him. 

“What rules are they?’’ he asked, stepping 
back towards the center of the ring. ‘The 
Marquis of Queensberry rules ?”’ 

‘‘No,”’ answered Mr. Lynch; ‘‘that isn’t 
what your bills say,’”’ 

“‘Oh, well, take your own way,”’ said Dacey, 
moving into his corner. 

‘‘What are the rules?”’ yelled some one in 
the audience. 

‘“‘London prize ring rules,” answered the 
referee. 

‘You give me a blast everywhere,” re - 
marked Dacey. 

**You are here to fight,”” said Mr. Lynch, 
turning to Dacey. 

And Dacey subsided. 

“T thought you were open to any man in 
Georgia anyway ?’’remarked Macey sneeringly. 

Dacey sprang from his cbair into the middle 
of the ring saying savagely. 

“Solam. Let her go any way at all!’’ 

Mr. Lynch turned to the audience saying: 

“This fight willbe under the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules. Three minutes to the round 
and a minute between each round. The fight 
wili be to a finish, too. Gentlemen shake 
hands.”’ 

Dacey and Macey met inthe center of the 
fing and grasped right hands. 

Then they separated. 

‘**Where’s your time Keeper?” yelled an At- 
lanta boxer—and a good one, too—from an 
upper box. 

Mr. Henry Kurht was selected. 

Then, at 9:13, the men faced each other. 
Both had up a good guard, and both appeared 
anxious and cautious. 

“Touch him, Dacey!’’ yelled some one, 

“Give it to him, Macey!”’ came asan echo. 

And as if obeying his friend Dacey landed 
his right squarely on Macey’s right jaw, and 
received a stinging open hand on his neck in 
return. Macey followed quickly and got his 
left and then his right upon Dacey’s breast, but 
the blows weretame. Dacey then began push- 
ing for reveuge and in quick succession landed 
two hard blows just above Macey’s belt and 
succeeded in getting away from a vicious blow 
the Californian threw out in return. Dacey 
came back quickly and lunged atthe fat man 
but missed. Then for thirty seconds it was 
give and take but all the blows fell upon the 
shoulders, sides and chests. The licks sounded 
loud and the crowd cheered. The last minute 
was cautiously worked by both men,jbut in it 
Macey got his left under Dacey’s left eye in 

ood shape. This he tried to tiow up but 

acey got away from ‘the punishment 
by going almost to the floor. He was 
upon his feet in asecond, however, and just as 
the timekeeper called time. 

The two men went to their corners loudly 
cheered. Both had made a fine showing, and 
Macey had won friends. 

Neither was hurt, but both showed red 
marks on the chest and arms. 

Dacey’s eye gave the slightest. indication of 
the lick. 

Macey took the fanning his second gave him 
without saying a word, while Dacey talked so 
that everybody could hear him. 

‘‘Time,’’ said Mr. Kuhrt at 9:17. 

Both men were upon their feet in anin- 
stant, but Dacey showed the most agility. He 
sprang across the ring before Macey could 
isave his corner and on his left upon the Cal- 
ifornian’s chin so hard that he went back 
against the ropes. Macey recovered quickly, 
however, and in giving clinched. 

‘‘Break away,’’ yelled the referee. 

And as the men parted, a friend of Dacey’s 
cried out: 

**Punch him on the nose, little one.’’ 

Dacey went about it cautiously and for the 
rest of the round tried to work on Macey’s 
stomach and he succeeded. 

The round closed with Macey going almost 
down in order to avoid a hard Fh mg and many 
for the second thought that he had been 
knocked down. There was some dispute then 
as Dacey came up smiling in his corner, as to 
whether the three minutes had been con- 
sumed, but it was all settled when Mr. Kurht 
remarked, “I know what I am doing.” 

The third round opened with both men 
working carefully and cautiously: -The audi- 
ence couldn’t pick the winner and was .grow- 

ng noisy. Macey evidently re- 

alized that he had bit off all he 
could chew, if not more, while Dacey ap- 
peared to be feeling his way, thotgh wearing a 
confident air. 

Before the first minute went by it was plain

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Rtocks as Keported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, October 4.—Again the money ques- 
tion, with weakness in trusts, were great influences 
which dictated the course of the stock market to- 
day. Before the orening of business it was known 
that $560,000 more gold had been ordered for export 
by tomorrow’s steamer, and it being Friday when 
ali leans on call hold over until Monday, which in- 
duces many instiiutions to keep off the market con- 
siderable sums of money, the money market was 
strong, and ten per cent wes paid for accommoda- 
tions. This created a bearish feeling among traders, 
and with bears they made a violent attack upon 
trusts as likely to be most vulnerable.

NEW YORK, October 4, — [Special.] — Henry 
Clews &Co’s circular onthe cotton market today says: 
After our last weekly review the September corner 
in Liverpool collapsed rather disastrously to the 
chief manipulator. After dealing in that option 
ceased nk FR better demand for spot cotton, 
and spinners had determined not to buy at the high, 
fictitious prices entered the marxet and for the cur- 
rent week have taken 3,000 bales, against 26,000 
bales last week, there being 822,000 bales, against 
207,000 bales last week. Stock of cotton in Liver- 
pool and afloat has increased, the high prices for 
Seprem ber having atiracted a large quantity to that 
market. Inthe meantime the future market has 
been controlled alternately by the buils and bears, 
The market there closes very steady with a net loss 
of 8@4-64d on all options. In this market the in 
terest bas centered principally ia Ostober, in which 
option there has been large transactions, and the 

rice bas varied from 16.41 last Satarday to 10.21 0n 
Tuesday, From this there was a steady reaction 
and a weak closing at 10.3), or about i poinis off 
from the highest yet recorded. The sensitive state 
of the market for this particular option shows that 

here must still bea large short interest. Should 
the manipulators force this month much higher, 
spot cotton will be attracted here from ali parts of 
the south. The business for the week has been 
moderately active, and today’s closing is at from 4 
to 6 points below the highest of the week, Decem- 
berand January expericnciug the greatest decline.

Today the 
market opened hicher npon buying orders, which 
frichtened those holdfnge October contracts into 
covering, and this month advanced 11 points from 
the lowest. Quite a number of notices were issued 
which had no effect untila few minntes before the 
close, when the bear preeaure caused a decline bf 
The whole list closed steady, October 
and November 6 to 7 points: the balance 1 to2 
points higher than yesterday. The intertor receipts 
are not quite as heavy as expected, indicating 75,000 
bates arainst 56.919 last week, and 90.231 last year, 
Since September Ist receipts are abont 717,000 bales, 
acainst 459,000 last year.

*® Violett. In their cotton circular today, say: 
All the markets leoked much steadier this morning, 
New York particularly. which advanced ten points 
on October, although notices were issued there. 
This market improved several points, and Liverpool 
closed same as yesterday. Towards the close a 
weakness developed both here and New York, and 
all closed at about last night's prices. Ont spot 
market felt the infinence of this improvement in 
futures, and the indieations were of avery steady 
market all day, but while the tone of our market is 
steady, sales have been mide under official quota- 
tions, but not sinrfficiently so to reduce them under 
vesterday’s prices. F.o. b. sales are being made 
still at prices lower than spot quotations, and as we 
have recently stated through this medium, so long 
as 10cal holders are undersold by the country, we 
mnst expect an easing off of quotations here. The 
interior shipper seems to be satisfied with these 
prices, and it would appear receipts must be quite 
full, thouvh still not excessive, should they not tn- 
crease much above the average daily port receipts. 
The interior weekly movement reported today 
shows, however, a comparative small movement, 
with !arge shipments, indicating that stocks are not 
accumulating either at the interior towns, and as 
we daily see they are not eecumulating at the ports, 
as port stocks are now 27,000 bales under last year, 
and 123,000 under the rear before, while interior 
stocks are 24,0060 and 91,000 bales less, respectively. 
While the future market does not look weak, at the 
same time there seems at the moment but little 
encouragement given to its support, and we notice 
that shorts are well disposed to cover small profits. 
F. o. b. is selling ona basis of 9i¢c for middling, 
with rather free offerings.
